FROM QUEEN CITY 
TALKS SOCIALISM 

Interesting Letter Received 
from an Honours Grad- 
uate ot the Unix ersity ol 
Melbourne, Australia 

The following letter on socialism 
was written by Mr. L. W. Waiters, 
;ni honour graduate ol an Australian 
University, who also took post grad- 
uate work m Germany, 
The Editor, 

McGill Daily. 
Dear Sir :— 

In your issue of 13th inst., Mr. J. 
Wickliam uttered what no doubt 
be was pleased to find headed as "A 
strong protest ngninst the establish- 
ment of a Socialist Society at Mc- 
Gill". 

His letter is more or less Of an in- 
still to the intelligence of a huge 
student body. if Socialism is the 
awful thing he represents it to be, 
and a elass .if poitlcs which no intel- 
ligent beings can possibly connect, 
themselves with, surely there is no 
harm in allowing intelligent beings 
to examine it in closest detail. If I, 
like Mr. Wickliam, believed that So- 
cialism was vile and repugnant to 
common sense, i should have no hesi- 
tation m allowing people of normal 
Intelligence to discover the self ap- 
parent fact. 

Mr, Wlçknnm speaks of Socialism 
as something that will destroy pro- 
gress, in fact he seems to regard 11 
t as a sort of destroying agency alto- 
gether, and misquotes a few isolated 
i instances of Socialist ic outrage that 
have occurred in the United States in 
support of his argument. As a mat- 
ter of fact, there is no more pro- 
gressive movement in thé world. Men 
of progressive thought in all parts 
of the worlds are associated with So- 
cialism and are ranging tliemselves 
under the banner hoisted by the Sav- 
iour himself on Calvary. 

Far from Socialism being anti
